County October 27, 1904, and 
was 50 years of age at th© time 
of his death. He was reared on 
a farm, where he lived the early 
part of his life, and attended 
school at Boyd. 
He was married to Miss Ora 
Mae Martin of Graham Decem­ 
ber 22, 1927. 
Two daughters were born to 
the union, Dorothy and Marga­ 
ret. The last 21 years Mr. Zorn 
had been employed by the Phil­ 
lips Petroleum Company over 
Texas and New Mexico, and at 
the time of his death was assis­ 
tant superintendent of the Phil­ 
lips plant at Goldsmith, in Ector 
County, which is probably the 
largest plant of its kind in the 
world. 
George, as he was known to 
his relatives and many friends, 
obeyed the Gospel from his early 
teens, and had lived a faithful, 
active church life 
since

time. 
He attended church services 
in Goldsmith, where he lived, 
both morning and evening, and 
Sunday night was striven with 
a

Killed In Fort 


Worth Sunday 


City detectives and county of­ 
ficers in Fort Worth 
Monday 
were checking the stories of a 
36-year-old suspect and witness­ 
es in the death of Albert Mon­ 
roe Simpson, 34, found beaten 
to death Sunday morning. 
They also 
are 
seeking two 
young men for questioning. 
Deputy Sheriff Hurley, m ak­ 
ing a routine patrol, discoverd 
Simpson’s battered body Sunday 
morning lying on a lonely road 
3/10 of a mile off Lake Shore 
Drive. The spot is about five 
miles northeast of 
the Jacks­ 
boro Highway. 
An autopsy showed Simpson’s 
skull was fractured in several 
places from tremendous 
blows 
with a blunt instrument. 
Mrs. Mary 
Charlotte 
Simp­ 
son, 26, the dead m an’s wife, 
was questioned at length Sun­ 
day and Monday. 
Simpson, a native of Decatur, 
had lived In Ft. W orth 20 years. 
He is survived by his father, 
Charles L. Simpson of Decatur; 
four brothers, J. L. Simpson of 
F ort Worth, Carl of Los An­ 
geles, J. W. and Allen of Fort 
W orth; a sister, Mrs. Effie Mor­ 
rison of Irving; and a stepsister, 
Mrs. Hubert Waldron of New­ 
ark. 
The body was taken to Lucas 
Funeral 
Home.— Star-Telegram

Northwest School Will Proceed 


With Equalization Program 


As Planned, P. L. Harvey Says 


The school hoard of the Northwest Independent 
School District was presented a petition on June 7 re­ 
questing that the school board and board of equalization 
desist from continuing the program of assessing and 
equalizing property values for school tax purposes in the 
Northwest Indepedent School District. 
At a meeting of the school board on Monday even­ 
ing, June 13th, and speaking for the school board, Mr. 
P. L. Harvey stated that it was the unanimous decision 
of the board of trustees to progress with the equalization 
program as originally planned. He explained that in the 
light of the increase of scholastics and the demands for 
the kind of educational services required for equipping 
the boys and girls of Northwest with the kind of educa­ 
tion they needed for modern living, it wag essential that 
the Northwest Independent School District begin now in 
laying the groundwork for the kind of financial structure 
that would insure the educational opportunities for the 
youth of Northwest 
The present plan of operating on state and county 
valuations is rapidly becoming inadequate and yet the 
cost of maintaing, operating and providing the instuc- 
tional services is rising. 


Dr. Clyde Jay Garrett, for­ 
merly Dean of tho Department 
of Music and Professor of Music, 
and Mrs. Garrett, Instructor in 
Piano and Theory, both at How­ 
ard Payne Col I eire 
at 
Brown­ 
wood, Texas, have been added 
to the faculty of Decatur Bap­ 
tist College. 


Dr. Garrett holds the position 
of chairman of the Division of 
Fine Arts, and Professor of Mu­ 
sic 
and Mrs. Garrett is In­ 
structor in Piano and Organ. 
Dr. G arrett received his music 
diploma from Baylor University 
in 1923, Bachelor of Music in 
1931 
and Master of Music in 
1935 from the Chicago Conser­ 
vatory 
of 
Music. He received 
his Doctor of Music Education 
from Zoellner 
Conservatory in 
1939, and has done further gra­ 
duate study in the University 
of Southern California, and pri­ 
vate voice studies in Chicago, 
New York and Log Angeles. In 
194 7 the Doctor of Music was 
conferred on him by the South­ 
western Conservatory,. 
Immediately before coming to 
Decatur 
Baptist 
College, Dr. 
Garret was filling engagements 
in California Baptist churches 
as Director of Church 
Music 
Clinics, Adjutant In Church Mu­ 
sic Contests and Festivals, and 
leader for several youth revi­ 
vals. He was also Minister of 
Music for Calvary Baptist Church 
of Pasadena, Calif. 
In addition to being Dean of 
he Music Department at How­ 
ard Payne College, Dr. Garrett 
has taught music at Arlington 
State College and at Union Uni­ 
versity in Tennessee. Dr. Gar­ 
ret was Past President of the 
Texas Baptist 
Church 
Music 
Convention, Past President and 
Life Honorary member of the 
Texas Music Teachers’ Associa­ 
tion, Texas 
Chairman of the 
National Association o f-Teach­ 
ers of Singing, 
and 
National 
President of Rho Alpha Christ­ 
ian Fraternity, which duty was 
his to be editor of its magazine, 
“ Arts in Religion.” In addition, 
Dr. G arrett is a member of Phi 
Delta Kappa and Phi Mu Alpha 
Sinfonia Honorary Fraternities, 
and is a member of the board of 
directors of Southwestern Con­ 
servatory of Music at Dallas. 
Mrs. Garrett received her mu­ 
sic diploma in 1925 
from F. 
Arthur Johnson 
Music School 
and another Diploma in Music 
from Baylor University in 1927. 
She received 
her Bachelor of 
Music in 1937 from the Chicago 
Conservatory of Music and in 
1942 her Master of Music from 
the same Conservatory. She bas 
had additional graduate study 
Jn Los Angeles, Pasadena and 
Chicago.

QUOTAS OR 
NOT IN WHEAT 
VOTE JUNE 25 


The growers who vote in the 
Juno 25 wheal marketing quota 
referendum 
will 
decide 
the 
question 
Of “quotas” or “ no 
quotas,” G. A. Collier, chairman 
of County Agricultural Stabllza- 
ti on and Conservation Commit­ 
tee, said in a last minute re­ 
minder to wheat farmers. 
Any Texas farmer who will 
harvest more than 15 acres of 
wheat as grain In 1956 on any 
one farm is eligible to vote in 
the referendum. 
The vqte will have an im­ 
portant effest on the market 
ing and prioe-support programs 
for the 1956 wheat crop, Mr. 
Collier pointed out. If at least 
2/3 of the farmers voting ap­ 
prove quotas, they will conti­ 
nue 
in effect for farms with 
more than 15 acres of wheat, 
with penalties of 45% of parity 
on the production from acreage 
in 
excess of farm 
allotments. 
Price support on the crop in the 
commercial area will be avail­ 
able at a level probably between 
75 and 82% of parity, the exact 
level to be announced before 
the referendum. 
lf more than 1/3 of the vot­ 
ers 
disapprove 
quotas, there 
will be no quotas or penalties 
for the 1956 wheat crop, but 
the available price support to 
farmers who do not exceed their 
allotments will be 50% of par­ 
ity, as provided by law. 


Mr. Collier made it d e a r that 
wheat 
acreage allotments are 
not a point at issue, the allot­ 
ments will continue in effect 
no m atter how the vote goes in 
the 
referendum. The law re­ 
quires that allotments may be 
dispensed with only in time of 
emergency. 


Farm allotments for the 1956 
wheat crop, based on a state- 
acreage allotment of 4,227,13 6 
acres, have already been mailed 
to farmers. In 
general, each 
farm on which a wheat crotp was 
grown in any of the years 1953. 
1954 or 1955 was assigned an 
acreage allotment. For a farm 
on which wheat wilt be seeded 
in 1956 for the first'tim e since 
July I, 1952 the farmer must 
make a special application for 
a “new farm ” allotment. 
Marketing quotas are direct­ 
ed by law to be proclaimed by 
the Secretary of Agriculture in 
years when the total supply of 
wheat exceeds the normal supply 
by more than 20%. The supply 
for 195 6-57 is estimated at 1.86 
billion bushels, 62% more than 
the normal supply, and enough 
to meet current needs for do­ 
mestic use and exports for the 
next two years.

The heathen hi 
their blindness are not the only 
people guilty of this g reat wrong. 
It is a common practice in this 
enlightened day. There m ust be 
some w eakness in hum an n a t­ 
ure behind this so-prevalent sin. 
W hat is it? 
The trouble is th at God and 
spiritual things become unreal 
to people. They are dom inated 
in their conduct by w hat they 
see, and if they do not see God 
He exercises very little or no 
influence over thier lives. W hen 
people become blind to the exist­ 
ence and presense of God they 
adopt a God they can see. and 
that becomes their idol, or the

lives. 


In II Cor. 4:4 Paul speaks of 
unbelievers as being “blinded by 
th e god of fids w orld.” A good 
example of this type of man is 
the rich fool described in the 
tw elfth 
chapter of Luke, The 
big concerns of his life w ere 
“ m uch goods, eat, drink and he 
m erry.” He was a worldly man. 
The 
interests 
of 
this 
world 
crowded out the thought of God, 
his soul, and eternity. He was 
“ blinded 'by the god 
of 
this 
w orld” , and 
forgot the living 
God and his service. This world 
was his god. 


The 
unreality 
of God, the 
soul, 
eternity 
and 
spiritual 
things is a t the bottom of n e a r­ 
ly all, if not all, sins. Money, 
physical 
appetites, 
and 
self- 
indulgence are very real to us, 
and when God fades out of our 
consciousness we are dom inated 
by these selfish interests. 


S piritual blindness is at the 
bottom of idolatry. And th e re­ 
m edy is not to adopt a m aterial 
god th a t we can see, but to re ­ 
pent of the sin th a t caused the 
blindness 
and tru st C hrist to 
give us new vison.

research projects is included in 
one or m ore of the system s,” 
he explained. “ New crops d e­

tilizer usage and o th er m a n a g e ­ 
m ent practices are being added 
constantly in order to develop 
one or more fi rm ing system s 
th a t will be productive and pro­ 
fitable for the farm er.”

Electronic Machine 
Sees Green Rot In Egg 
Green rot. a bacterial infection 
that causes more egg spoilage than 
any other egg rot, can be de­ 
tected in its early stages with a 
new electronic machine developed 
by U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture scientists. Principle of the 
machine is based on the fact that 
bacteria in rot-infested eggs pro­ 
duce a chemical which fluoresces 
green under ultraviolet, or “ black” 
light. Electronic measurement of 
color wave-lengths revealed under 
black light tells whether eggs are 
infected. 
The machine consists basically 
of an electronic device that auto­ 
matically bt ams ultraviolet light 
through the* egg, measures green 
color 
wavelengths, 
and 
rejects 
spoiled eggs as they come off the 
machine. 
It 
is best suited 
for ! 
large-scale 
operations, 
such 
as \ 
those conducted by packers, whole- ; 
salers, and chain grocers. 
Green rot—the name comes from 
the green that shows up under 1 
black light—usually gets started 
through unsanitary farm practices, 
but handlers 
and 
retailers 
are 
hardest hit by egg spoilage. Green 
rot bacteria take some time to 
multiply before rotting begins, so 
spoilage usually turns up in eggs 
stored for more than 2 or 3 weeks. 
Badly-spoiled eggs show enough 
green when candled by ultraviolet 
light to be seen by the human eye.

Farm real estate 
values in 
Texas rose 3% between Novem­ 
ber and March and 2% during 
the 12 months ending M archl, 
according to a U.S. Department 
of Agriculture report. 
Nationwide, the increase was 
I% during the 4-month period 
and 2% for the year ending on 
March I. 
Land values this March were 
above a year earlier in half of 
the states. 
Records of farm sales show, 
according to the 
report, that 
from 40% to 50% of all land 
purchasees in the wheat areas 
were made to enlarge existing 
farms. In the central corn belt 
at least 1/3 of all 
purchases 
were for this purpose. 
With 
many 
farm s in these 
areas still below the optimum 
size for maximum 
efficiency, 
this type of demand can be ex­ 
pected to have a bolstering ef­ 
fect on the level of land prices 
for some time, the report sug­ 
gested.
